It  was  hoped  to  experiment  this 

year  by  varying  the  arrangement  of  the  report  and  devoting  more  space 
to  positive  advice  on  the  prevention  of  iilhealth,  but  the  ever 
increasing  pressure  of  other  duties  unfortunately  made  this  impracticable i 

Meteorologically  1955  was  an 

imprevement  on  1954  and,  as  judged  by  the  usual  standards,  the  health 
of  the  District  in  general  can  be  said  to  have  reacked  beneficially  i 

The  birth  rate  increased  slightly 
and  illegitimacy  improved  to  some  extent  while,  although  there  was  a 
sudden  and  une^^ained  rise  in  the  stillbirth  rate,  the  infant 
mortality  rate  dropped  in  an  even  more  spectacular  manner  and  was  the 
lowest  for  the  last  20  years.  Even  so  one  or  two  of  the  small  number 
of  deaths  among  babies  could  have  been  avoided^ 

Equally  pleasing  was  the  absence 
of  any  maternal  death  for  the  ninth  year  in  succession! 

The  general  death  rate  increased 

sorxT-.hat  but  that  for  ordinaiy  residents  was  the  lowest  but  one  since 
the  v’nil  The  cancer  death  rate  was  slightly  below  the  recent  average 
alil.ciLgh  tho  proportion  of  male  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  l.ing 
rcjrair.ed  high  and  tho  corresponding  rate  for  breast  cancer  among 
women  unfortunate !ly  increased.  Advice  is  again  included  on  both  these 
subjects ! 


Deaths  from  accidents  both  on  the 

road  and  in  the  homo  increased  slightly  and  the  prevention  of  such 
accidents  is  a subject  deserving  and,  in  general,  receiving  more 
attention  than  hitherto. 


From  tho  point  of  view  of  tho 

prevalence  of  infectious  disease  1955  was  certainly  a "measles  year" 
but  whooping  cough  decreased  slightly  and,  compared  with  surroiinding 
districts,  the  number  of  cases  of  efysentery  was  relatively  satisfactory! 
Polionyolitis  was  again  rather  wide  spread  nationally,  while  locally 
there  were  more  cases  notified  than  in  ary  preceeding  year!  Of  these 
however  only  one-third  was  paralytic,  a surprisingly  small  proportion, 
and  few  of  than  retained  any  residual  paralysis  and  that  only  slight. 

It  is  suspected  that  in  1955  more  borderline  cases  were  recognised  as 
probably  suffering  from  polionyelitis,  rather  then  that  more  cases 
actually  occurred* 


A tendency  to  relax  former 

precautions  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  smallpox  is  noted, 
but  this  is,  as  yet,  unjustified  and  residents  are  urged  to  continue 
these  forms  of  immunisation. 


The  continued  decrease  in  tho 

inciclonce  and  death  rates  of  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  is  encouraging. 
The  sustained  effort  to  deal  with  this  disease  in  all  its  aspects  is 
bearing  fruit  and  must  be  continued! 

Tho  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his 
report,  which  in  accordance  with  local  custom  is  again  included  as  a 
separate  feature,  deals  with  the  handicap  created  by  staffing 
difficulties,  and  the  frustrations  experienced  in  his  attempts  to 
preserve  and  improve  deteriorating  and  sub— standard  property  partly 
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due  to  the  inadequacy  of  present  legislation.  In  spite  of  this, 
perusal  of  the  statistics  will  reveal  that  an  appreciable  degree  of 
success  has  been  achieved  and  that  much  solid  work  is  steadily  affecting 
the  standards  of  the  hygiene  and  quality  of  the  food  supply  1 As  soon 
as  practicable,  efforts  nc>^d  to  be  made  to  ci^ctcnd  tho  sewerage  system 
to  those  parts  of  the  District  in  v;hich  an  increasing  number  of  cesspools 
require  constant  attention.  The  result  would  not  only  bo  more  hygienic 
but  would  rcleacc  manpower  for  more  useful  work. 

I would  again  conclude  expressing 
ny  thanlcs  to  tho  Sanita.]y  Inspectors,  their  Assistants  and  the  Clerical 
Staff  for  their  willing  assistance  at  all  times,  to  my  colleagues  in 
all  branches  of  the  local  services  for  their  co-operation.  May  I also 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  very  friendly  support  I have  received  from 
tho  members  of  tho  Council  throughout  the  yeari

The  Urban  District  of  Catcrham,  v/hich  was  constituted 
in  1899^  became  tho  Urban  District  of  Caterham  and  Warlingham  in  1929^ 
and  as  a r;jsult  of  the  latest  revision  of  boundaries  in  1933^  the 
original  area  of  2,438  acres  was  increased  to  8,250  acres. 

At  the  beginning  of  tho  century  the  population  of 
Caterham  was  just  under  10,000  including  over  3/000  residents  in  the 
Guard* s Depot  and  St,  Lawrence's  Hospital,  Ey  the  time  the  present 
Urban  District  was  constituted,  tho  total  population  had  become  .17,590, 
and  this  steadily  increased  to  the  1951  Census  figure  of  31,290,  In 
mid-1955  tho  Registrar  General  estimated  tho  home  population, 

(including  tho  military  stationed  in  this  area),  to  be  33/030,  which  is 
only  110  more  then  last,  year  and  an  increase  of  1,740  in  the  last  4 
years,  during  which  689  new  houses  have  been  built.  As  the 
ovorA/helming  majority  of  now  building  recently  has  been  undertaken  by 
private  enterprise,  it  would  appear  that  tho  Registrar  General  may 
have  underestimated  tho  latest  increase  in  population. 

The  District,  which  contains  some  of  the  most 
beautiful  parts  around  London,  is  chiefly  residential,  with  at  least 
four  centres  of  population  partially  separated  from  each  other  ty 
tongues  of  tho  Green  Bolt  which  practically  surrounds  the  District. 

The  only  large  Institution  in  the  District  is 
St.  Lawrence's  Hospital,  which  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  2,307 
patients  and  resident  staff. 

There  are  no  heavy  industries  and  many  residents  work 
in  London  or  Croydon,  Those  working  in  tho  District  are  mostly 
connected  with  tho  military  or  the  mental  hospital,  with  building,  some 
light  industries  which  have  extended  of  late,  or  with  providing  food  or 
other  services  for  tho  residents. 


VITAL  statistics: 

Birth  Rato;-  Tho  Crude  Birth  Rato  of  13*6  births 

per  1,000  population  was  0,4  higher  then  last  year,  and  the  Corrected 
Birth  Rate  of  13,9  shows  a corresponding  increase,  thus  balancing  the 
very  low  rate  of  last  year.  The  Mrth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in 
1955  was  15.0,  which  was  0.02  below  the  corresponding  rate  for  1954* 

Illegitimacy;-  The  percentage  of  births  which  wore 

illegitimate  fell  from  2.7  in  1948  and  1949  to  2,1  in  1950,  which  was 
the  lowest  since  1928,  It  increased,  however,  to  4.8  in  1954/  but  fell 
in  1955  to  3.3  which  is  a v/elcome  trend.  For  comparison,  peaJes  of  over 
85^  occurred  in  1919  and  1941-5. 

Still  Births;-  Tho  Still  Birth  Rato  in  1951  was 

16.4  per  1,000  total  births  which  was  the  lowest  for  20  years.  In 
1954  it  was  also  very  low  at  18^0,  but  this  year  for  some  unluiown 
reason  it  increased  considorabjiy  to  36,48,  which  was  well  above  tho 
average  of  22,3  for  the  last  10  years  and  the  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  23.1. 

Death  Rato;-  The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to 

this  District  was  348,  an  increase  of  50  on  the  previous  year,  and  as 
a result  the  Crude  Death  Rato  increased  from  9.05  per  1,000  population 
in  1954  to  10,53  in  1955.  The  ago  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
population  is  not  quite  typical  of  that  of  the  Country  as  a whole 
however,  hence  an  adjustment  is  required,  which  produces  the  Corrected 
Death  Rate  of  11,27.  This  is  1,58  higher  then  the  previous  year,  but 
slightly  below  the  Death  Rate  of  11,7  for  England  and  Wales  i 
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The  Registrar  General  now  allocates 
to  this  District  all  deaths  occuring  in  St;  Lawrence ^s  Hospital  and 
certain  Old  Peoples*  Homes  and  Nursing  Hornes,  the  majority  of  which, 
prior  to  1953^  were  transferred  to  the  districts  in  which  the  patients 
formerly  resided.  The  new  system  is  justified  by  the  fact  that  the 
patients  at  these  Hospitals  and  Homes  are  included  in  the  total 
population  of  the  District 5 IiievltabTy,  hov’ever,  the  death  rate  among 
this  section  of  the  populaticn  is  at' 'Ue  the  no/.mal;  vrilh  the

Causes  of  Peatht-  These  are  set  out  in  Table  II  In  thi 

AppGnai.«;:  vrh.-L.:n  also  indicates  the  ages  at  which  death  occurred  but 

nob  dl.:'.fer(,.nb:Late  between  nortriai  residents  and  those  in  the  above* 
mentioned  institutions.  One  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  now  method  of 
registration  j.:;i  tnab,  in  order  to  determine  prejudicial  local 
influences,  it,  is  necessary  to  separsto  those  groups  in  respect  of  each 
cause  of  death  Jind,  uiifortunatcly,  this  cannot  be  done  really 
accurately  owing  to  the  paucity  of  available  information. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  ;•»  As  usual,  deaths  from  heart  and 

circiilatory  diseases  formed  the  largest  group,  accounting  for  188 
deaths,  or  54^^  of  the  total  deaths,  which  is  4,2^  more  than  in  1954 
(47  of  these  deaths  occurred  among  the  hospital  population  compared 
with  39  last  year).  This  group  always  includes  an  appreciable 
proportion  who  virtually  died  of  old  age,  and  in  1955,  71%  wero  over 
65  years,  and  55%  over  75  years  at  tho  time  ©f  death.  Postponement  of 
death  from  these  conditions  until  at  least  65  years  of  age  is  obviously 
desirable  and  should  normally  be  practicable  if  residents  learn  to 
relax  properly  v;hcn  opportunities  occur  and  to  avoid  undue  worry  and 
such  habits  as  contribute  to  persistent  tension  and  over  demands  upon 
the  circulatory  system. 

Cancer: - The  next  cemmonost  causes  of  death 

were  cancer  with  61  deaths  ( 17»5%  of  deaths)  and  respiratory  diseases, 
excluding  tuberculosis,  (29  deaths  8.3%) • As  far  as  can  be  ascertained 
the  Cancer  Death  Rate  was  1,54  por  1,000  of  the  ordinary  population, 
(1,84  if  deaths  among  the  previoui^ly  transferable  group  are  included), 
which  is  very  slightly  belc^\r  the  average  for  the  last  5 years. 

Nationally  attention  has  been 

focussed  upon  a steady  increase  in  deaths  from  cancor  of  the  lungs 
among  males,  and  publicity  has  been  given  to  the  possibil:!ty  of  heavy 
cigarette  smoking  being  a contributory  factor.  The  local  rate  for  this 
type  of  the  dircc'.se  is  still  high  this  year,  although  slightly  better 
then  each  of  the  last  2 years  30%  of  the  male  cancer  deaths  being  due 
to  this  cause.  Once  again  all  who  died  were  formerly  orc^nary  residents. 
While  research  is  proceeding  into  tho  cause  of  the  national  increase, 
personal  restrictive  measures  arc  justified,  and  the  young  especiaXly 
are  advised  to  consider’  the  practical  implications  of  present  suspicions 
before  becoming  addicted  to  what  at  the  least  is  an  uneconomic  habit, 
and  one  which  probably  also  effects  health  a versely  in  other  ways. 

The  proportion  of  cancer  deaths  in 
fe Palos  attributed  to  cancer  of  the  breast  increased  fretn  19p  in  1954 
to  26;6%  and  all  were  formerly  normal  residents  in  the  District.  This 
obviously  justifies  a reminder  that  ary  persistent  lump  should 
reported  to  a Doctor  without  delay.  The  relief  of  a negative  finding 
is  almost  as  important  as  the  early  treatment  in  confirmed  cases, 
which  can  be  so  successful! 

Respiratory  Diseases:-  Among  the  normal  residents,  deaths 

due  to  respiratory  diseases  were  fewer  t)  an  in  1954* 


Accidents;-  Unfortunately  two  deaths  occurred 

due  to  road  accidents  and  twelve  deaths  (9  among  ordinary  residents) 
resulted  from  other  accidents  during  1955*  This  is  a total  increase 
of  5 compared  with  1954.  Six  of  the  home  accidents  were  due  to  falls, 
the  majority  in  the  elderly.  The  whole  subject  of  the  prevention  of 
accidents  is  one  which  calls  for  closer  attention  in  view  of  its 
increasing  relative  importajicc. 

Suicides  ;•«  The  number  of  suicides  decreased  in 

1955,  being  5 compared  with  7 and  6 in  the  previous  2 years. 

InfcJit  Mortality  Rate;~  On  the  average  during  the  first  ten 

years  of  this  century,  75  babies  died  before  reaching  their  first 
birthday  out  of  every  1,000  babies  born  alive  in  this  District,  In 
each  of  the  following  periods  of  ten  years  this  proportion  decreased, 
the  averages  being  67,  55,  36  and  30,  while  in  the  ten  years  since  the 
War  the  average  has  been  only  26,  and  on  four  occasions  has  been  at  or 
below  18,  In  1955  this  rate  reached  its  lov/est  level  for  20  years, 
being  less  then  16  compared  with  23  last  year.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rato  for  England  and  Wales  in  1955  was  24.9. 

Reviewing  the  7 infant  deaths  which 
occurred  during  the  year  the  causes  of  death  can  be  grouped  as  follows

It  could  reasonobly  have  been  hoped 
that  the  death  due  to  pneumonia  & smothering  would  have  been  avoided. 
The  prevention  of  the  chief  cause  of  these  infants  deaths,  prematurity, 
presents  problems  which  have  so  far  been  unsolved  and  are  the  subject 
of  special  investigations  at  the  present  timei 


Three  of  these  infant  deaths  occurred 
before  the  babies  vrero  a month  old;,  and  the  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate,  iiei 
the  number  of  deaths  in  infants  under  a month  per  1,000  live  births, 
was  therefore  only  6.7,  a decrease  of  11.6  on  1954  and  1111  below  the 
average  for  the  last  5 years!  This  rate  has  in  fact  only  been 
recorded  during  the  last  6 years  and  that  for  1955  is  much  the  lowest 
to  date! 


Of  the  births  notified  during  the 
year,  21  were  premature  (i.e,  4.7/-')  and  4 of  these  were  born  at  home, 
the  remaining  17  being  born  in  hospitals  or  in  nursing  homes. 
Unfortunately  3 of  the  latter  died  (i.e,  17.6/0,  one  on  the  second  day, 
one  on  the  third  day  and  one  on  the  sixth  day. 

Maternal  Mortality;-  It  is  most  satisfactory  to  be  able 

to  report  that  for  the  ninth  year  in  succession,  no  deaths  have 
occurred  among  mothers  which  were  associated  with  child  birth. 

Compared  with  the  years  1921-46  this  moans  that,  on  the  average,  one 
mother'  life  has  been  saved  annually.  The  Matornal  Mortality  Rato  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1955  was  0.64,  which  was  the  lowest  to  date. 


INFECTIOUS  disease. 


Table  III  in  the  Appendix  shows  the 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year,  the 
ages  and  distribution  throughout  the  District  of  these  cases  and  the 
nun  her  of  deaths  from  this  cause! 
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Diphtheria , 


Once  again  a year  has  passed  without 
a case  of  diphtheria  occurring  locally,  but  the  fact  that  3 cases  were 
notified  in  1952,  is  a reminder  that  this  disease  can  and  does 
occasionally  recur,  and  that  immunisation  must  be  maintained^  The 
necessity  for  this  is  probably  all  the  greater  now  that  the  natural 
stimulation  caused  by  occasional  small  doses  of  the  organism  rarely 
occurs , 


Scarlet  Fever, 

AD  notifications  of  this  disease 

were  received,  of  vdiich  5 were  from  St.  Lawrence’s  Hospital,  compared 
with  57  in  195A-  and  an  annual  average  of  52  in  the  previous  5 years  i 
The  disease  remains  very  mild  in  type  and  this,  together  with  the 
non-notification  of  other  streptococcal  infections  which  are  not 
accompanied  ty  a rash,  makes  it  impossible  to  prevent  its  spread, 
although  efforts  are  made  to  lijidt.  heavy  ••'infection,  38  cases  occurred 
among  school  children  or  pre-school  children,  of  which  11  were 
associated  with  one  school,  although  spread  over  3 months.  The 
remainder  of  the  cases  occurred  fairly  evenly  throughout  the  District » 
Of  the  40  cases,  27  were  admitted  to  hospital  (Bletchingley  26,  and 
Queen  Mary’s  l),  which  is  still  a fairly  high  proportion  for  present 
day  practice. 


Apart  from  exceptional  circumstances 
the  following  modified  procedure  for  attempting  to  reduce  the  spread 
of  this  disease  appears  to  be  justifiable : - 

(1)  isolation  of  sufferers  frem  streptococcal  infections  for  at  least 
a fortnight  in  view  of  the  risk  of  complications  developing, 

(2)  exclusion  of  contacts  if  any  signs  or  symptoms  are  present,  and 

(3)  release  of  both  from  isolation  when  the  nasopharynx  is  healthy, 
irrespective  of  the  results  of  nose  and  throat  swabs. 

Erysipelas  1 

Five  cases  were  notified  during 

1955^  this  being  the  average  number  for  recent  years.  None  were 
apparently  inter-connected. 


Enteric  Fever i 

One  case  of  para-typhoid  fever 

(Phage  type  TaUNTON)  was  notified  and  recovered  in  Queen  Mary's 
Hospital  for  Children.  The  infection  was  probably  contracted  from 
similar  cases  which  occurred  in  or  near  a South  Coast  seaside  resort, 

lysentery. 

15  cased  of  dysentery  were  notified 
compared  with  4 the  previous  year,  and  9 of  those  were  in-patients  at 
St,  Lawrence's  Hospital,  All  except  two  of  the  cases  were  of  the 
milder  Sonne  type,  and  considering  the  large  number  of  cases  which 
occurred  in  other  "parts  of  Surrey  during  1955  the  number  of  local 
cases  v/as  remarkably  low. 


Food  Poisoning^ 

8 suspected  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
investigated  during  the  year  but  none  were  confirmed.  Similarly, 
outbreaks  of  siclcness  and  diarrhoea  affecting  a minority  of  the 
children  and  staff  of  two  schools  in  May  and  June  were  investigated, 
but  in  n-oither  case  was  any  specific  organism  found  nor  food  proved 
to  be  the  cause  of  the  symptoms. 
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Foliom^relitis. 


In  the  Country  as  a whole  this 

disease  was  again  rather  more  prevalent  during  1955  and  it  is, 
therefore,  not  surprising  that  more  cases  were  notified  locally  then 
in  previous  years. 


In  all  5 cases  of  "parlytic"  and 
10  cases  of  "non-paralytic  poliomelitis"  were  confirmed,  all  except 
Z cases  of  "non-paralytic  poliomelitis"  being  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  remarkable  feature  was  the 

exceptionally  high  proportion  of  "non-paraljrbic"  cases.  It  is  now  well 
recognised  that  it  is  only  a very  small  proportion  of  the  persons  who 
are  infected  who  develop  paralysis  and  it  would  seem  that  the  majority 
show  no  recognisable  symptoms.  The  impression  gained  was  that  during 
1955  more  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  on  comparatively  slight 
suspicion  and  that  the  criteria  thought  to  justify  a diagnosis  of 
"non-paral^/tic  poliomyelitis"  were  extended,  hence  it  may  well  be  that 
as  mary  "cases"  occurred  in  1947  and  1953  (the  years  with  the  highest 
incidence  - 5 confirmed  cases  occurring  in  each  year)  without  their 
being  recognised. 


All  the  cases  occurred  in  the  last 

4 months  of  the  year  and  wore  scattered  over  the  District,  Seven  of 
the  cases,  however,  occurred  in  Catorham-on-the-Hill,  of  which  3; 
"non-paralytic",  were  children  attending  one  department  in  the  largest 
school  in  the  District i 


No  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease 
while  very  few  have  ary  paralysis  still  remaining  and  that  very  slights 


Measles. ' 

Epidemics  of  this  disease  usually 
occur  in  alternate  years  and  as  573  cases  had  been  notified  in  1953^ 
followed  by  only  8 in  19 54^  it  was  not  surprising  that  the  number  of 
notifications  increased  to  353.  So  far  as  is  known,  only  4 of  the 
cases  v;ere  admitted  to  hospital.  No  deaths  have  occurred  from  measles 
in  this  District  since  the  War, 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  44  cases  of  whooping 

cough  notified  in  1955^  compared  with  49  in  1954  and  75  in  1953*  ^No 
death  occurred,  and  in  fact,  only  2 deaths  (and  those  in  very  young 
babies)  have  occurred  locally  since  the  War*  The  only  preventive 
measure  against  this  disease  which  is  of  ary  real  use  is  immunisation, 
which  is  referred  to  in  the  following  section 1 


PREVENTION  OF  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Each  year  it  becomes  increasingly 

clear  that  the  chief  hope  of  preventing  most  of  the  important  infectious 
diseases  lies  in  some  form  of  immunisation  when  that  is  practicable. 
Where  inmunisation  against  aiy  particular  disease  is  not  yet  feasible, 
it  ia  the  practice  to  exclude  cases  and,  in  some  instances  contacts, 
from  school,  in  the  hope  that,  possibly  by  diminishing  the  dose  of  the 
infection,  more  children  will  only  get  sub-acute  attacks  and  that  in 
general  the  number  and  severity  of  ary  cases  which  do  occur  will  be 
diminished. 
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The  ■ "In  aim  is  to  postpone  the  onset  of  infection  in  infants  at  least 
until  school  age  is  reached,  most  infections  being  severest  when  they 
affect  children  under  2 years  of  ago.  Obviously,  such  steps  can  only 
be  part.ially  successful  but  it  appears  not  unreasonable  to  continue 
them.  On  the  other  hand,  in  ouch  mild  infections  as  chicken-pox  and 
rubella,  it  might  be  thought  desirable  with  certain  proviscc  that 
all  cnlldren  should  have  these  infections  soon  after  entering  school, 
rather  than  at  a later  stage  v/hen  serious  inconvenience  might  result 
with  regard  to  examinations,  etc. 

Diphtheria  Ifoimunisation. 

The  memory  of  three  cases  of 

diphtheria  which  occurred  in  the  District  during  1952  omphasLscs  the 
impoii-ancc  cf  maintaining  a high  standard  of  immunity  among  t-hc 
population.  During  the  year  1955^  317  primary  courses  were  given, 
while  165  children  were  given  "booster"  doses,  the  number  of  courses 
being  considerably  less  than  in  1954i 

At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated 
that  about  5651  of  the  children  under  5 years  of  age  had  been  immunised 
and  approximately  86/0  of  the  children  aged  5-15  years.  On  a fuirther 
investigation  to  discover  what  percentage  of  these  groups  had  been 
immunised  during  the  last  5 years,  it  was  found  that  probably  only 
about  725i  of  the  group  aged  5 ” 15  years  had  received  treatment 
during  that  period,  which  is  not  too  satisfactory  i 

These  figures  are,  however,  only 

based  on  estimates  and  I would,  therefore,  repeat  the  advice  that 
parents  who,  for  some  reason  or  other,  have  not  had  their  children 
immunised  during  the  last  5 years  would  be  well  advised  to  arrange  for 
this  to  be  done,  if  they  so  wish  first  consulting  me  on  its 
desirat ility ,

These  totals  show  decreases 

compared  with  recent  years  in  all  except  adult  revaccinations.  It  is> 
hov/ever,  satisfactory  to  note  that  slightly  more  then  52^  of  the 
children  under  1 year  of  age  were  vaccinated,  which,  although  16%  less 
than  last  year  is  a marked  improvement  on  the  average  percentage 
being  vaccinated  before  1948  when  vaccination  was  "compulsory". 


Whooping  Cough  Immunisation! 

The  position  regarding  this  form  of 
immunisation  has  definitely  improved  during  recent  years  in  that  there 
is  at  least  one  preparation  ^vhich  can  be  expected  to  give  good  results, 
although  it  is  not  quite  so  reliabl.o  as  is  diphtheria  iminunisation  ivith 
Vi^ich  it  can  be  combined.  It  now  appears  wise  to  encourage  the  general 
acceptance  of  whooping  cough  immunisation,  provided  poliam^^elitis  is 
not  very  prevalent  at  the  tune  in  the  area  concerned,  in  view  of  the 
possibility  of  previously  immunised  children  developing  a very  mild 
attack  and  passing  on  the  infection  to  babies  before  a diagnosis  has 
been  made  and  preventive  measures  taken.  The  present  recommendation 
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is  that  the  treatment  of  babies  should  be  carried  out  at  the  latest 
by  the  6th,  7th  and  8th  months,  with  a reinforcing  dose  at  about  2 
years  of  age. 


During  19 5 5^  310  children  were 

given  primarjT-  courses  and  153  children  received  a "booster"  dose.  The 
former  was  53  less  and  the  latter  54  more  tlir.n  in  1954* 

Immunisation  against  Tuberculosis . 


Until  1954^  Mantoux  testing  and 

immunisation  when  necessary  with  l.C.G.  vaccine  viere  limited  to 
contacts  of  known  cases  and  those  groups  who  are  most  exposed  to 
infection,  but  in  that  year,  this  form  of  preventive  treatment  was 
extended  to  all  children  aged  13  years  v;ho  were  attending  schools 
provided  by  the  County  Council,  and  whose  parents  agreed  to  it.  In 
1955  this  scheme  was  extended  to  include  children  of  the  same  age  group 
in  recognised  private  schools,  again  subject  to  the  parents'  consent i 
As  a result,  in  this  Division,  63/j  of  the  eligible  children  accepted 
this  treatment  and  QD%  of  these  were  imimunised,  i.e,  49/o  of  this  age 
group. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  about 

1%  of  the  children  Mantoux  tested  in  1954/5  proved  positive,  indicating 
that  by  the  ago  of  13  years  they  had  been  in  contact  with  tuberculosis,

Table,  v\iiich  shows  the  average  5--yGa-rly  rates  for  the  last  35  years  and 
the  actual  rates  for  1955,  that  the  incidence  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  increased  considerably  during  and  especially  after  the 
War,  but  that  on  the  average  it  is  now  declining  appreciabiy,  while 
there  is  a great  improvement  in  the  corresponding  death  rate. 

Similarly'’  both  the  case  and  death  rates  for  non-pulmonaiy  tuberculosis 
have  declined  most  satisfactorily.

During  1955  the  Mass  X-ray  Unit 

visited  Coulsdon  & Purlqy  and  in  February  1956,  paid  a short  visit  to 
both  Caterham  Valley  and  Warlingham. 

As  previously  stated,  the  most 

important  measures  vjhich  are  required  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  this 
disease  are  the  early  detection  and  treatment  of  cases,  the 
encouragement  of  Lmiuinisation  and  segregation  of  contacts,  and  the 
preferential  treatment  of  cases  in  the  matters  of  rehousing  and 
rehabilitation. 


The  local  Council  still  continues 
to  bo  responsible  for  one  of  the  most  important  of  these  preventive 
measures,  namely  rehousing,  and  also  for  disinfection,  but  the  County 
Council  bears  the  responsibility  for  all  other  preventive  measures 
involving  official  action  except  the  treatment  of  cases,  vdiich  is 
that  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board, 

The  local  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held 
every  Monday  and  Friday  from  2 - 4 p,m.  at  the  Health  Clinic, 

62  V\/hytccliffe  Road,  Purlcy,  and  any  suspected  cases  can  attend  or  be 
referred  for  diagnosis,  preferably  by  appointment,  Unfort.unate3y 
there  is  still  no  sign  of  progress  in  constructing  the  independent 
Chest  Clinic  vdiich  it  is  planned  to  erect  at  Purley  Hospital,  This 
amenity  is  badjiy  needed  as  the  County  Council  Clinic  at  62  Whytecliffe 
Road,  Purlcy,  is  seriously  over-used, 

INFESTATIONS 


Scabies, 

Arrangements  are  in  being  whereby 

cases  of  scabies  can  be  provided  with  the  necessary  treatment,  and, 
what  is  more  important,  contacts  v/ith  them  can  be  given  preventive 
treatment. 


During  the  War,  wl^en:vfri5in-S0'’to 

384  cases  a year  were  treated  by  the  Pi'blic  Health  Department,  this 
fom  of  infestation  was  widespread  and  its  prevention  of  social  and 
economic  importance.  Of  recent  years  only  isolated  cases  or  small 
outbreaks  have  occurred,  and  in  1955  only  one  case  was  treated. 
Nevertheless,  early  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  application  of  thorough  measures  are  well  justified  as  decreasing 
the  risk  of  any  further  widespread  infestations. 
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Lice 


Infestations  with  head  lice  are 
mainly  detected  through  the  School  Health  Service  and  in  1955  some 
18  cases  v;crc  reported.  The  majority  of  these  wor’e  casual  infestations 
which  were  quickly  cleared.  The  chief  problem  is  how  to  deal  with  vdiat 
are  almost  certainly  the  reservoirs  from  v/hich  these  infestations 
arise ; viz:-  about  6 fainilios  living  chiefly  in  Caterham-on-the-Hill, 
members  of  which  arc  found  to  be  infested  most  terms  and  year  after 
year.  They  arc  kept  well  supplied  vdth  simple  and  effective  means  of 
clearing  the  lice  but,  presumably  because  their  efforts  arc  in- 
sufficiently co-ordinated  or  well  maintained,  complete  absence  of  the 
VC  min  never  seems  to  be  sc  cured  i lybrc  statutory  pov/er  to  deal 
expeditiously  with  all  members  of  these  families,  comparable  with  the 
Scabies  Order,  1941>  would  help  to  solve  this  minor  but  frustrating 
problem ,

Water , 

The  water  supply  for  this  District, 
v;hich  is  constant,  is  obtained  from  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company 
which  has  works  and  resources  in  neighbouring  areas.  The  supply  ia 
lime  softened  and  chlorinated,  and  throughout  1955  was  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity. 


By  an  arrangement  with  other  Districts 
receiving  this  supply,  samples  of  the  water  going  into  supply  are 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  quarterly  in  accordance  with 
an  agreed  rota,  the  results  being  circulated.  All  the  results  of  the 
samples  so  taken  were  satisfactory  during  1955*

All  dwelling  houses  provided  with  the 
Company’s  water  have  the  supply  within  the  premises,  and  standpipes 
arc  non-existent.  Only  11  divellings  (approximately  O.l^i)  in  an 
undeveloped  rural  section  of  the  District  are  without  a public  water 
supply  and  the  cost  of  extending  the  water  main  to  these  properties 
is  not  regarded  as  reasonable  the  Council, 

Samples  are  also  taken  when 

considered  desirable  from  sources  other  then  the  above  v\diich  are 
utilised  in  the  District,  and  during  the  year,  in  co-operation  with 
the  Laboratory  Service  of  the  London  County  Council,,  further  measures 
were  taken  to  try  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  private  supply  to 
St.  Lawrence’s  Hospital, 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  works  of  sewerage  wore 
undertaken  in  1955  but  some  sewers  wore  extended  to  make  provision  for 
the  drainage  of  new  Estates^  Additional  sowers  arc  required  in  Caterham 
Chaldon  and  Woldingham  and  in  1944  the  Council  approved  in  principle 
schemes  then  estimated  to  cost  over  £88,000.  During  1955  further  steps 
vrere  taken  towards  extending  the  sewers  at  Chaldon  as  soon  as 
practicable , 


Closet  Accommodation. 

A number  of  pail  closets  exist  in 

the  unsewered  rural  parts  of  the  District  and  must  await  conversion 
until  the  sewers  are  extended  to  these  areas. 


Public  Cle ans , 

1,  Collection  & Disposal  of  House  Refuse , 

This  branch  of  public  cleansing 

is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department  in  this 
District,  and  a weekly  collection  throughout  the  district  was  normally 
maintained. 


During  the  year  tipping  was  continued 
at  a site  adjoining  and  in  part  in  the  Godstone  Rural  District,  in 
association  with  the  British  Electricity  Authority,  who  provided  an 
ample  supply  of  ash  as  cover.  The  complaints  viiich  were  received, 
partly  in  respect  of  ash  being  washed  down  a stream  into  Godstone  and 
its  vicinity  and  partly  in  respect  of  alleged  chemical  pollution 
received  considerable  attention,  and  measures  were  taken  to  avoid  further 
cause  for  complaint  I

Details  of  the  sanitary  inspection 
of  the  District,  which  is  carried  out  as  circumstances  demand  and 
permit,  arc  also  given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

Swimming  Baths, 

There  is  no  swimming  bath  in  the 

District  which  is  owned  by  the  public,  bu.t  there  is  one  to  which  the 
public  is  admitted  on  payment,  another  ovmcd  by  a School  and  a tliird 
belonging  to  a Social  Club,  All  are  used  quite  extensively. 

During  1955  increased  supervision 

of  the  chlorinating  plant  at  the  first  of  these  baths  was  ensured  and 
U satisfactory  samples  of  the  water  were  obtained.  Two  good  samples 
were  also  taken  from  the  School  bath.  All  of  these  baths  are  equipped 
with  filters  and  chlorination  plants. 

Schools, 

While  there  is  room  for  improvement 
in  the  older  schools  generally,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  their 
structure  and  hygienic  arrangements,  progress  in  effecting  improvement 
is  inevitably  slow.  The  present  limited  though  very  ten /y  p»ublic 
expenditure  on  school  premises  has  still  to  be  devoted  primarily  to  the 
provision  of  nev^r  schools  and  pcirticularUy  secondary  schools  to  meet 
the  coming  "bulge”  in  that  age  group,  Ekirlng  1955  the  new  Hamsey 
Green  Secondary  School  and  the  first  stage  of  the  new  Caterham  Hill 
Secondary  School  came  into  use,  lAiiilo  nevr  schools  v;ere  being  built 
in  other  parts  of  the  Division,  Meanwhile,  very  gradually 
improvements  are  being  made  each  year  in  the  older  schools. 

The  public  water  supply  is  available 
at  all  the  local  schools  and  all  have  a water  carriage  system.  Only 
two  are  not  connected  to  the  sewers. 

The  Head  Teachers  are  advised  on 

school  exclusions  in  an  attianpt  to  reduce  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,  while  cases  who  they  knov/  to  be  suffering  from  communicable 
diseases  arc  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Direct 
assistance  continues  to  be  given  during  outbreaks  ty  the  Health  Visitors, 
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Close  co-operation  continues  to 

exist  bctv;ecn  the  local  Health  Department  and  the  members  of  tho 
Divisional  School  Health  Service  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  also  Divisional  School  Medical  Officer^  while  the  Caterham  Valley 
clijaic  _s  situated  in  the  same  building  as  the  Health  Department, 
which  is  a distinct  advantage.

Housing’^ 

Similarly  the  housing  statistics 

are  presented  as  Table  V in  the  Appendix,  v\rtiile  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  has  dealt  in  his  Report  with  the  vrork  carried  out  ty  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year* 

From  the  former  it  will  bo  noted  that, 
while  the  number  of  houses  built  ty  the  Council  decreased  from  over  100 
in  1950  and  in  1953  to  only  28  in  1955^  the  total  provided  by  private 
builders,  has  increased  ty  about  50^^  in  each  of  the  last  two  years 
reaching  185  this  year.  As  has  been  stated  in  previous  Reporiis,  the 
Council’s  main  problem  is  the  shortage  in  this  District  of  land  which 
is  considered  suitable  for  the  erection  of  Council  houses.  Doubtless, 
the  provision  of  more  small  houses  for  sale  will  gradually  contribute 
indirectly  towards  meeting  the  housing  need  of  those  recognised  as 
qualifying  for  Council  houses,  but  meanwhile  there  are  a considerable 
number  experiencing  hardship  who  cannot  bo  CDqjccted  and  should  not  bo 
encouraged  to  buy  their  own  houses. 


Parallel  with  the  Council’s  attempts 
to  give  satisfaction  as  far  as  practicable  to  as  mary  residents  in 
housing  difficulties  as  they  can,  attention  has  been  focussed  on  the 
clearance  of  unfit  houses  under  tho  HDusiiTg  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954i 
A programme  for  the  next  seven  years  has  been  announced  and  the 
initial  steps  taken,  in  preparation  for  carrying  this  outi  As  there  is 
little  space  available  on  which  to  build  and  re-house  the  first  families 
to  be  evacuated,  it  will,  of  necessity,  be  some  time  before  progress 
is  very  obvious,  but  if  space  is  gained  by  increased  alevations, 
when  this  is  not  objectionable,  it  should  be  possible  to  include  in 
due  course  some  of  the  priority  cases  from  the  present  waiting  list  for 
re -housing. 


Inspection  and  Suporvision  of  Food. 

As  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are 

primarily  responsible  for  the  inspection  and  detailed  suporvision  of 
the  food  supply,  details  of  this  service  are  given  in  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report, 

In  general,  steady  improvement  in 

tho  hygienic  production  and  distribution  of  food  is  observable  whore  they 
come  within  the  sphere  of  influence  of  these  Officers,  and  further 
advances  are  anticipated  as  a result  of  the  Food  Itygicno  Regulations, 
1955.

Sanitary  Inspectors  is  set  out  in  (b)  of  Table  V in  the  Appendix, 

171  houses  wore  inspected  for  housing  defects  and  the  condition  at  32 
of  these  properties  were  recorded  in  accordance  with  the  Housing 
Regulations , 


Orders  for  the  demolition  of  Noil04 
Eldon  Road,  and  Noil2  Mount  Pleasant  Road,  Caterham  were  made  in  April! 

The  demolition  of  Bo:c  Cottage, 

Farleigh  Road,  Warlingham,  which  was  the  subject  of  an  Order  made  in 
1952,  was  completed  in  1955.  Ncv42  Banstcad  Road,  Caterham,  inspected 
in  19  51^  was  purchased  by  the  Coimcil  and  demolished  in  1955^  and  the 
erection  of  fourteen  dwellings  on  tho  site  was  comnonced.  Chalk  Pit 
Cottage,  Tupwood  Lane, Caterham,  situate  on  tho  Council’s  Refuse  Tip 
and  owned  by  the  Council,  was  also  demolislicd  during  the  year. 
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3 ,)3ji^llings  were  repaired  by  owners 
after  formal  procedure  under  S.9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  50 
dwellings  were  rendered  fit  ty  their  respective  owners  in  consequence 
of  informal  action  ty  Sanitary  Inspectors, 

An  underbaking  given  by  the  owner  of 
Noi  114  CrojT’don  Road,  Caterham,  after  the  service  of  notice  under  S.U 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  was  accepted  but  has  not  yet  been  implemented 
because  difficulties  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  rehousing  of 
the  sole  occupier. 


8 applications  for  Ceiiificates  of 

Disrepair  were  granted  and  one  cortificato  was  revoked.  Those  figures 
illustrate  the  small  use  made  ’ey  property  owners  in  this  district  of 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954;  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
their  properties  in  a good  condition.  Once  again  the  legal  weapon 
provided  to  enable  Sanitary  Officers  to  secure  improvements  in  housing 
conditions,  which  exercise  so  vital  an  influence  on  human  happiness, 
has  not  proved  efficacious  in  action.  It  is  known,  however,  that  some 
tenants,  vjho  appreciate  the  owners’  difficulties  in  maintaining 
property  on  ’controlled’  rents,  have  no  desire  to  secure  a reduction 
in  rent  under  the  Act  and  merely  press  for  their  houses  to  bo  repaired, 

• 

Very  few  sound  homes  lacldng  modem 
amenities  arc  being  improved  in  the  district  under  the  Improvement 
Grant  Scheme  - only  52  applications,  involving  57  dwellings,  for 
Improvement  Grants  had  been  approved  ty  the  end  of  1955. 

From  time  to  time,  arising  from  ny 

representations  to  the  Public  Health  Committe,  the  Housing  Committee 
has  had  under  consideration  the  desirability  of  purchasing  a number  of 
houses  the  repair  of  which  cannot  be  effected  at  reasonable  costl 
Hiring  the  year  Nos.  54  and  56  Cromwell  Road,  Caterham,  were  purchased, 
but  difficulties  in  preparing  a scheme  of  improvement  and  in  rehousing 
the  occupants  are  holding  up  the  reconditioning  of  these  promises. 

3 other  properties  wore  referred  to  the  District  Valuer  with  a view  to 
negotiating  their  pirchase  as  an  alternative  to  statutory  action  which 
might  result  in  their  demolition^  4 properties,  which  the  Housing 
Cemmittee  decided  should  not  be  acquired  either  for  modernisation  or 
for  ’patching’,  vrere  ordered  to  be  included  in  the  Clearance  Progranmei 

The  Council  agreed  a Clearance

in  the  work  in  the  unsewered  areas,  97  premises  were  visited  12  or 
more  times  during  the  year  and  the  cesspools  at  26  of  these  premises 
were  emptied  20  or  more  times.

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  are  three  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district  in  which  animals  are  slaughtered  for  human  consumption. 
One,  belonging  to  The  South  V/cst  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  is  used  exclusively  for  the  supply  of  meat  to  the  Boards  s 
hospitals;  tv/o  other  slaughterhouses  arc  privately  ov/ned  and  a2?e 
subject  to  licensing  by  the  Councill  The  reconditioning  of  the 
Hospital  Board’s  slaughterhouse  was  commenced  in  1956.  The  private 
slaughterhouses,  v/hich  v/ero  restored  to  their  pre-war  standard  in  1954^ 
were  rcliccnsed  for  1956, 


The  times  of  meat  inspection  at  the 
private  slaughterhouses  still  do  not  coincide  with  the  Sanitary 
Oificers’  ordinary  duty  hours,  but  slaughtering  in  the  late  evening 
is  diminishing. 


Under  the  Government’s  Fatstock 

Guarantee  Scheme,  guarantee  payments  on  pigs  are  made  vliere  private 
treaty  sales  on  deadweight  take  place  and  a certificate  is  given  by 
a responsible  official  on  weight  and  eligibility  of  the  carcase.  To 
assist  local  traders  and  the  Ministry  of  ^Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  the  Council’ s Meat  Inspectors  performed  certification  duties  at 
two  local  slaughterhouses  where  it  was  found  impossible  to  provide  a 
Government  Meat  Grader  for  this  work.  l6l  carcases  were  examined  and 
weighed;  156  pigs  were  certified  and  5 were  rejected.

EXTRAI^IEOUS  MTTER  IN  FOODSTUl^TS. 

A loaf  of  bread,  submitted  for 

examination  ty  a local  resident,  contained  a small  label.  The  Public 
Health  Committee  issued  a warning  to  the  Baker  concerned! 

A dirty  bottle,  in  which  milk  was 

delivered  to  one  of  the  local  schools,  was  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst, 
whose  examination  revealed  that  mould  growth  had  developed  on  a film 
of  old  milk  remaining  inside  the  bottle  vdien  empty  and  that  this  had 
not  been  removed  fcy  the  usual  cleansing  processes!  The  Pu.blic  Health 
Committee  were  concerned  that,  despite  the  precautions  taken  by  the 
firm  of  milk  distributors  concerned  in  their  endeavour  to  prevent  the 
use  of  unsatisfactory  bottles,  it  was  apparently  possible  for  a bottle 
to  pass  through  the  recognised  cleaning  and  sterilising  processes  and 
yet  emerge  in  an  unclean  condition.  Subsequently,  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  saw  for  themselves  the  modern  equipment  in- 
stalled at  a precessing  depot  for  the  cleansing  of  milk  bottles!  They 
saw  empty  bottles  put  on  a belt  ty  handlers,  vdio,  in  the  course  of 
their  duty,  made  a cursory  inspection  of  each  bottle  to  ascertain 
whether  it  was  in  a condition  to  require  only  the  normal  cleansing 
processes.  The  belt  led  into  a pre-soak  tank  containing  a mild 
detergent;  bottles  remained  in  this  tank  for  about  three  minutes  and 
then  continued  along  the  belt  to  a main  soak  tank  containing  a stronger 
detergent  at  a higher  temperature  and  there  they  remained  for  about 
seven  minutes.  On  leaving  the  main  soak  tank,  the  bottles  passed 
along,  upside  down,  over  ton  pressure  sprays,  the  first  four  sprays 
containing  a similar  detergent  to  that  in  the  main  soak  tank,  the  next 
four  sprays  being  clean  warm  water  and  the  final  two  sprays  being  cold 
water  to  rinse  the  bottles  thoroughly.  The  whole  of  the  cleansing 
process  took  about  twenty  minutes,  lAlhen  the  bottles  came  out  on  the 
belt  after  passing  the  final  sprays,  they  v/ore  fed  to  the  filling  and 
capping  machines,  and,  on  their  way,  they  v;ore  subjected  to  a close 
scrutiry  by  at  least  one  'spotter*,  whose  duty  it  was  to  inspect  each 
bottle  through  a magnifying  screen  vrith  the  object  of  detecting  aix^ 
flaw  in  the  glass  or  foreign  bodies  remaining  in  the  bottle.  In 
addition  to  these  precautions,  some  millc  distributors  pay  a cash  bonus 
to  roundsmen  for  detecting  unsatisfactory  bottles.  In  spite  of  these 
arrangements,  the  human  element  does  occasional^^  let  the  dairyman  down 
and  an  unsatisfactory  bottle  gets  through;  and  the  public  should  know 
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that  even  the  most  modem  machinery,  capable  of  cleansing  efficiently 
milk  bottles  which  have  been  used  only  for  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  intended,  is  not  likely  to  clean  a bottle  which  has  been  seriousiy 
abused. 


Complaints  concerning  the  presence 
of  broken  glass  in  milk  were  again  received.  Year  after  year  the 
serious  risk  associated  with  the  use  of  glass  containers  for  marketing 
milk  is  emphasised  ty  such  incidents,  but  the  recent  appearance  of 
carton  millc  in  this  district  is  an  indication  that  some  progress  in 
finding  the  ideal  liquid  milk  container  has  been  made!

choose  had  developed  a dark  colour  and  stale  aroma  not  characteristic 
of  Stilton  of  normal  quality,  and  tho  circumstances  wore  referred  to  me 
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hy  the  County  Divisonal  Sampling  Officer  for  investigation.  By  that 
time  there  was  no  Stilton  cheese  at  the  grocery  stores  concerned^  but 
it  appeared  that  the  cheese  had  deteriorated  through  prolonged  storage.

Some  food  traders  are  al^ready  equipped  v/ith  satisfactory  moans  for 
the  clean  handling  and  suitable  displa;^''  of  their  foodstuffs  and  casual 
obser^ration  by  the  Inspectorate  indicates  that  the  public  is  admirably 
responsive  to  such  traders.

Suitable  provision  for  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  the  W.C, 
apartment  v/as  made,  and  at  two  other  premises,  which  were  the  subject 
of  preliminar:)^  notices  served  in  1954^  provision  was  made  for  a 
satisfactory  suppl;^'’  of  hot  water.  The  Public  Health  Committee  issued 
a warning  to  the  keeper  of  a ml-zed  shop  in  respect  of  the 
contravention  relating  to  opening  the  shop  for  unauthorised  transactions 
on  the  weekly  half -holiday,  which  took  place  in  spite  of  the  e^chibition 
of  a notice  stating  "This  shop  is  closed  to-day  except  for  the  sale 
of  confectionery,  refreshments  and  tobacco". 
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The  Council  made  an  Order  for  the 
suspension  of  the  operation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to 
general  closing  hours  and  of  the  Council’s  oarOy  closing  orders  during 
the  Christmas  Season,  namely  from  December  19th  to  24th* 

Difficulties  in  administering  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  arc  publicised  in  the  National  Press  from  time 
to  time,  and  it  is  generally  agreed  that  shops  legislation  stands  in 
need  of  amendment.  Parliamentary  time  has  yet  to  be  found,  hov;evcr, 
to  improve  the  law  which  relates  to  closing  hours,  the  hours  of  work 
and  the  health  and  comfort  of  those  employed  in  shops.

Changes  in  personnel  again  occurred 
in  1955.  The  engagement  of  staff,  whose  staj-'  is.  generally  sh.ort  .anfi  - 
who  arc  inexperienced  in  the  work  of  a Public  Health  Department,  is 
troublesome  to  the  administrative  machine. 

One  clerical  assistant  left  in 
April  after  a stay  of  only  five  months  and  was  not  replaced  until 
September,  although  the  services  of  a part-time  clerk  v/ere  secured 
from  June  to  September i. 
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One  Sanitary  Inspector  left  in 

Noveiiiber  after  a stay  of  seventeen  months,  during  v/hich  he  obtained 
his  qualfication  as  a Food  Inspector.  He  was  replaced  in  January  1956. 

The  declining  number  of  students  for 
work  in  sanitary  inspection  indicates  that  careers  in  this  vocational 
field  have  ceased  to  be  attractive,  A Wo rkiug  Pc:'t,y_,  appointed  ty  the 
Mjnisbiy  of  Health  in  1951;  reported  in  1953  on  the  reciritmenb, 
training  and  qualification  of  Sanitaip^^  Inspectors  and  sot  oat  the 
causes  of  the  lack  of  recruits.  Since  then^  time  has  been  taken  up 
with  implement irig  recemraendations  as  to  changes  of  designation  - by 
no  means  popular  with  all  Chief  Sanitary  Inspectors  - and  regarding 
the  constitution  of  the  Examination  Board;  but  no  real  progress  in 
malcing  the  job  attractive  to  men  of  the  r’cquisite  qualr.ty  and  ability 
and  in  catching  up  with  the  shortage  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  has  been 
made.  One  organisation^  hov/cver^  namely;  the  National  Joint  Council 
for  Local  Authorities'  Administrative;  Professional;  Technical  and 
Clerical  Services;  which  determines  the  salaries  of  sanitary  inspectors 
other  then  those  with  special  responsibilities;  has  now  made  it 
attractive  for  sanitary  inspectors  to  serve  less  attractive  districts 
than  Caterham  and  Warlingham;  and  consequently  the  maintenance  of  a 
staff  for  sanitary  inspection  in  this  district  is  likely  to  remain 
a continuing  problem. 


In  conclusion;  I record  my 

appreciation  of  the  happy  state  of  co-operation  which  exists  in  the 
office  and  for  the  support  and  assistance  rendered  by  those  members  of 
the  staff  who  continue  to  serve  the  department
